A quick and short memo on this. First, see the battery as a collection of 
cells. If the cells are working OK then the battery will be the sum of the 
performance of the cells. A single bad cell can screw up a battery however. 


Take the Cells apart and then take them down to zero volts with a 39 ohm 
resistor. Throw them in the freezer /refrigerator for a while. I have some 
here that are now 40 years old and meet full commercial specs for use ina 
satellite so cool storage does work. 


Go after the cells one by one. As you start to recharge them watch for one 
or more to reverse polarity, they are gonners so junk them. Second bring 
them up and take them down, cycling it is called, say 5 to 10 times and the 
good ones will start to have charge discharge curves that look similar. 
Curves that look way off are bad so junk them. The charge discharge is 
usually C/10 and 10C. When you get a collection of cells that looks good, 
all performing similar then you have the makings of a battery! 


How should I know? I built the battery using this model for OSCAR Eleven, 
it is still flying reliably after 15 years and the battery is almost as good 
as the day it started. You can do some awful things to NiCd batteries and 
they will accept it, the one thing they CAN NOT ACCEPT is where one cell 
becomes significantly different in performance and the whole battery goes 
for the chop. Memory, well what is a proxy for memory is inadequate full 
charge followed by limited or no discharge with repeated charging. This 
will drop the capacity, the effect is known as Memory and is a proxy for low 
battery capacity which is a manageable issue. 


Summary: A hard working NiCd will last almost for ever if the cells all 
perform the same.

The vacuum approach makes a lot of sense - I've used vacuum systems on a 
big mill many years ago, just never made the connection for a small 
engraver. Many thanks to everyone for the historical evidence and 
elaboration. Guess I'll have to start looking for a vacuum pump. :-) 


That still leaves the question about the *xwrinklex paint removal from 
photoetched alphanumeric reliefs. It seems to me that filling 
nomenclature labels with gloss black would be a bit different from 
painting a cover that has been entirely photoetched with that very 3 
dimensional wrinkle paint. If you look closely at enough examples, you 
see occasional evidence of a rotary brush mark of some kind where the 
operator "slipped." It's seldom enough that some sort of masking must 
have been involved, and it would be useful to know whether it was a wire 
or fiber brush, or some sort of sandpaper. A deft touch or mechanical 
help has to be involved as well - these reliefs are not more than 
.005-.010" above the etched surface on the command set stuff, though 
there is usually more vertical meat on the BC-348s and larger gear. 
Also, given the relatively simplicity of the process, not needing a tool 
and die maker to make templates, one wonders why it wasn't used for 
xallx the production stuff. ARC was ambivalent about it, as mentioned 
before.
